Dad Of Triplets

NEW YORK — (£h— A proud 
father’s new triplets brought him 
trouble yesterday—he had to ad­ 
mit he wasn’t married to their 
mother but to another woman. 
Only two days before, 27-year- 
old Salvatore Scarnati had been 
a happy man when a woman list­ 
ed as Helen Mingey Scarnati, 28, 
had three girls. 
He blithely gave pictures 
to

But yesterday Mrs. Mary Cosa- 
luzzo Scarnati, 27, showed up at 
a police station. 
She had seen 
his picture in the papers. 
The proud papa, she told police, 
was her husband and the father 
2*f her 4-year-old daughter. 
They were married in 1947 and 
separated in 1950— but, she added, 
they atill were legally wed 
and 
he wa* under court order to pay 
*14 a week for the child’s sup­ 
port. 
So Searnati's*glory turned 
to 
ashes when he stepped from Bel­ 
levue Hospital after seeing his ba­ 
bies and was met by a detective. 
He was taken to the police sta­ 
tion to meet Mrs. Scarnati. They 
met and turned away with cold 
stares. 
The district 
attorney’s 
office 
decided not to take action against 
Scarnati, a garage attendant. 
But it advised 
Mrs. 
Scarnati 
she could apply for a summons 
charging him with adultery,

The "big six” to which he re­ 
ferred are U. S. Steel. Bethlehem, 
Republic, Jones 
and 
Laughlin, 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube and 
Inland, and they have nearly 70 
per cent of the nation's steelmak- 
ing capacity. 
In New York a newspaper said 
executives of the six firms 
will 
meet this week to decide whether 
to try bargaining again or force 
President Trum an’s hand on use 
of the Taft-Hartley act. 
The New York Times quoted an 
unidentified steel company spokes­ 
man as saying it was a “safe as­ 
sum ption” that representatives of 
the firms would meet this week to 
"assess the entire situation.” 
President Truman has said he 
doubts that an injunction under 
the Taft-Hartley act would get the 
steelworkers back to their jobs.

to draft him, although he said he 
would not participate either open­ 
ly or secretly in any such move.

I ence here sounded a back-thum p­ 
ing note of confidence that they 
will win with any nominee that 
they can agree upon at their Chi- 
i cago convention. 
Stevenson’s statement came af- 
| tor Govs. Alfred E. Driscoll of 
New' Jersey and Walter Kohler of 
Wisconsin had agreed in a joint 
news conference that the GOP 
faces an uphill battle in Novem­ 
ber no matter whom the party 
picks for its nominee.

Chiang Says Bombs 
On Red China W ould

W A SH IN G T O N — (ZP) — Chiang 
K ai-shek predicted today any all- 
out bom bing of C hina’s w ar in ­ 
dustries m ight touch off a p o w ­ 
der-keg of rebellion built up by 
C om m unist tyranny. 
C hiang, 
president of the C h i­ 
nese N ationalist governm ent e x il­ 
ed on Form osa, was interview ed 
in a copyrighted article in U. S. 
News and W orld Report, a w eekly 
news m agazine. 
He said China has few w ar in ­ 
dustries but. if they w ere knocked 
out by bombing, the C om m unists 
would h a v e trouble keeping order 
in thickly-populated areas. B om b­ 
ing of com m unications lines le ad ­ 
ing to K orea or of 
arsenals 
in 
M anchuria would seriously h a m ­ 
per C hinese Red forces in Korea, 
he said. 
“ In C hina's long history, no ty ­ 
ranny rem ained in power 
long,” 
he said. 
“ At the first favorable 
o p p o r t u n i t y , they

people) w ill rise up against th e 
Com m unist rule.”

In brief, the Court has ruled that m e r­ 
chants who do not sign fair trad e ag re e ­ 
m ents are not bound by such contracts. 
This poses an entirely different situation 
on th e fair trade practices. In the past, a 
m a n u fa c tu re r who desired to fair trad e his 
product needed only to secure a few m e r ­ 
chants to sign such agreem ents and then 
he w as able to force all m erchants to sell 
such products at the retail price estab lish ­ 
ed by the m anufacturer. 
As a result of th e U. S. Court decision, 
som e m a n u factu rers have abandoned fan- 
tra d e practices. M any other m a n u fa c tu r­ 
ers, of course have not 
abandoned 
fan- 
tra d e policies but are seeking to have new 
law s w ritten protecting fair trade policies. 
T h e argum ent presented for fair trad e is 
th a t it elim inates “destructive price c u t­ 
ting,” thereby protecting the small retailer 
against the unfair competition of large 
com panies. 
T h e m ajor argum ent against fair trad e is 
th a t it tends to hold prices at a level h ig h ­ 
er th an norm al 
com petitive 
influences 
w ould perm it and thus is contrary to the 
A m erican principle of free enterprise.

W ASHINGTON— A quiet move is under 
w ay among some T aft supporters to n o m ­ 
inate General M a cA rth u r as vice president 
on the Taft ticket. 
They figure th a t after the general fin ­ 
ishes his keynote speech he will receive 
such popular acclaim that it would not be 
difficult to put him across for the No. 2 
place. 
Though th ere’s been some question as to 
w hether M acA rthur would accept the vice 
presidential nom ination, one m an, p ublish­ 
er John H. P erry, has sounded him out and 
founci him receptive. 
Perry, 
a friend of S enator Taft, 
was 
talking with M acA rth u r about the political 
picture generally and Taft especially. 
He 
told the general th a t he felt Taft w as fa ir­ 
ly sure of being nom inated and th a t th e 
ticket would be strong indeed if M acA r­ 
th u r were to run for vice president. 
“Let it never b? said,” replied M acA r­ 
thur, “that I shirked a call to duty.” 
He went on to state at some length th at 
his country had given him a m agnificent 
education at West Point, hit?! paid and su p ­ 
ported him for fifty years. T herefore, he 
was at the com m and of his country. 
SECRET SEN A TE VOTE 
The most significant votes frequently are 
not those on the floor of Congress but in 
th e secrecy of com m ittee. 
Likewise, th e 
most significant votes are not alw ays on 
bills which will becom e laws, but on the 
confirmation of m en appointed to carry out 
the laws. 
T hree 
different 
votes took place last 
week on three m en entrusted with c a rry ­ 
ing out tile laws an d guarding the interest 
of the public. 
T hey showed how far the 
Senate has drifted aw ay from safeguarding 
the public. 
Here are the three d ifferen t 
votes on the three different alleged public 
watchdogs: 
Watchdog No. I — Toijn Buchanan, c h a ir­ 
man of the Federal 
Pow er 
Commission, 
was vetoed by th e S en ate In terstate C om ­ 
m erce Com mittee. He had served on th e 
commission for four years, fought for the 
consum er against the big gas and oil com ­ 
panies. was the only com m issioner to o p ­ 
pose the principles of the K err 
gas 
bill 
which will soon h ik e th e cost of n atu ra l 
gas to housewives by about 
$100,000,000 
annually. 
Though B uchanan was reappointed by 
T rum an last May, 
th e S enate com m ittee 
stalled action on his appointm ent for a l­ 
most two solid m onths, thanks to the secret 
m aneuvering of the gas lobby. Finally, the 
Senate com m ittee voted in strictest secrecy 
with everyone pledged not to reveal the 
votes. 
This colum n, how ever, has been 
able to obtain th e votes and only four sen ­ 
ators. Magnu^on of W ashington. 
Johnson

Colorado, 
M cM ahon of Connecticut, 
Democrats, and Tobey of New' H am pshire, 
Republican, voted for this public w a tc h ­ 
dog.

c likely to stop aud bite, fastening th em - 
Iyes to the surface of the skin. 
They do not bul low into the skin but at- 
ch them selves lo it by claws.

A ccording to one authority, the itching 
can be relieved by touching the area wuth 
ru b b in g alcohol th ree times a day, follow ­ 
ed im m ediately bv some anti-itching 
oil 
such as standard boric acid ointm ent w ith

T his ointm ent should be applied only rn 
sm all quantities after the alcohol- about I 
th re e tim es a da; as neoned to relieve the | 
itching. It is rubbed in gently and w hat is 
left is wqied off with a little cotton. 
In 
addition to relieving the itch, this tr e a t­ 
m e n t m a y prevent infection with germ s 
w hich often follow scratching. 
Of course, no treatm ent is as satisfaetorv 
as prevention. It a person is likely to com e j 
in contact with tall grass or other vegeta­ 
tion on which chiggers are likely to exist, 
high boots or long trousers may be suffi- j 
cient to prevent the mites from reaching 
th e skin. 
L ying in tin1 grass on a picnic is an e x ­ 
cellent way to get chigger bites. Dusting 
th e skin w ith Bower of sulphur will u su al­ 
ly w ard off these troublesom e m ites if e x ­ 
p o su re is expected or cannot me avoided.

But alew ife! 
Here is som ething new. 
And not only is it an alew ife but a third 
alew ife. This is disclosed in a report by 
the M ichigan Departm ent of C onserva­ 
tion. 
“ T he third alewife has tu rn ed up in a 
L ake 
Michigan 
com m ercial 
fisherm an’s 
net,” it reports, and discloses th e secret by 
adding: “T he small, practically w orthless 
fish could seriously com pete w ith th e h e r­ 
ring and other fishes for food.”

NEW 
WORDS — It was not so m any 
years ago the people of Michigan, if ask ­ 
ed, would have been unable to define for 
you the w ords sm elt and lam prey. 
W e w ere accustom ed to the nam es of 
native fishes, such as trout, whitefish, pike; 
bass and so forth. 
Then som e m eddling ignoramus intro­ 
duced sm elt into the Great Lakes and in ­ 
to the local vocabulary. For a short tim e 
the word meant little. 
Then the sm elt 
runs started and sm elt carnivals, 
fetes, 
celebrations and fiestas and queens blos­ 
somed in most 
com m unities 
bordering 
the Great Lakes. 
Now sm elt as a word and a fish resource 
is com m only known.

M any articles 
w ere w ritten about the lam prey, fisherm en 
and ichtyologists w ere alarm ed, and C on­ 
gress appropriated several hunched th o u ­ 
sands of dollars to study the critter in e f­ 
forts to eradicate or control him.

Must Be Grown From Seed 


Large onions grown from sets are ready to harvest in midsummer. 


bed their women by force it was 
sometimes necessary for the hap­ 
py couple to hide out—until the 
bride’s family stopped looking for 
her. 


To maintain a continuous sup­ 
ply of green onions through the 
summer and fall, seed must be 
sown. 
It is rarely possible to ob­ 
tain onion sets to plant for a late 
crop. 
Seed of a bunching var­ 
iety, such as white Lisbon, should 
be sown in drills 2 inches deep, 
taking the precautions usual for 
summer sowing in order to assist 
germination. 
Sow the seed thinly and begin 
to pull onions for use as soon as 
they are large enough. 
If soil is 
hilled around them as they grow 
the length of the white stalk will 
be increased. 
There is no reason 
why the green portion of a stalk 
should not be eaten, however.

If sots were sown to produce 
large onions, when the tops grow 
limp and topple over it is time to 
harvest the bulbs. 
They need not 
be dug right away, but before they 
have time to resume growth they 
should be taken up and dried in j 
the sun for several days before t 
they are stored in a dry, well 
ventilated place. 
Onion plants that develop a seed 
I stalk, with a ball-shaped seed pod 
{ at the top. will not make satisfac­ 
tory bulbs, but should be pulled 
up as soon as noticed, and used 
for green onions. 
It is the larger 
onion sets that bear seeds, and the 
smaller ones which develop into 
mature onions. 
These early onions will keep 
well during the summer and fall; 
and their mild flavor will be wel­ 
come in salads, in the period when 
green onions arc not so plentiful. 
Some gardeners follow the ancient 
practice of tieing their tops to­ 
gether and hanging strings of on­ 
ions in the basement, or dropping 
them from garage rafters. 
The onion is not one of the vita­ 


min-rich vegetables, but its flavor 
makes it indispensable. Such vita­ 
min content as it has is in the 
green stalk and leaves, which can 
be cut up and mixed with a tossed 
salad to 
impart 
the 
appetizing 
flavor. 


A rich soil is required to grow 
onions from 
seed. 
A 
balanced 
plant food should be applied at 
the rate of a pint to 25 feet of 
row, before sowing.

June full moon. 
Rome considered May bad for 
marriage, the National Geographic 
Society observes, but the prejudice 
against that month has been over­ 
come in Christian countries. In 
fact. May is considered the ideal 
marriage period in some European 
nations. 
Shoes Always Needed 
The Christian church helped in 
selection of May or June for mar­ 
riage by frowning on weddings 
during Lent or other periods of 
i 
fasting or penitence.

NEW YORK — (ZP)—C . B. Bald­ 
win, secretary of the Progressive 
party, says his party’s candidates 
w ill be on the ballot in 35 to 40 
states this year and will hold the 
balance of power in some states. 
Baldwin said yesterday the par­ 
ty has won a place for its candi­ 
dates on the ballot in New York, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan, California 
and Missouri among others. 
But 
he did not name the states where 
he claimed a balance of power. 
The Progressive 
party 
polled 
about 1,157,000 out of nearly 49 
million votes cast in 
the 
1948 
election. 
Henry Wallace, its presidential 
nominee in ’48, has left the party 
because he disagreed with its op­ 
position to the Korean war. 
Baldwin said about 3,000 dele­ 
gates from 44 states would attend 
the three-day convention of the 
party which opens in Chicago on 
Friday. 
The party’s presidential 
ticket already has 
been 
named 
with Vincent Hallinan heading it. 
He said his party would ap­ 
pear on the ballot in many states 
“despite severe tightening of state 
ballot laws since 1948 designed 
to keep Vs off.” 
Baldwin added, “these develop­ 
ments are taking place despite a 
virtual blackout 
of 
Progressive 
party news by the wire services, 
milch of the big city press, and 
the refusal of the radio-TV net­ 
works to grant us time. • • • 
“We are the only political par­ 
ty organized to fight nationally 
against the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic bipartisan ‘deal’ to continue

President O f Korea 
Gives His Ultimatum 
To Rowing Assembly 


PUSAN, Korea — (ZP) — Soujh 
K orea’s political crisis neared a 
climax today as President Syng- 
man Rhee handed the assembly an 
ultim atum —adopt 
his 
proposed 
constitutional amendments quick­ 
ly or he would dissolve the Legis­ 
lature. 
“I will wait only a few more 
days,” Rhee declared, then “I will 
take decisive action in compliance 
w ith the will of the people.” 
Rhee did not indicate how he 
would go about dissolving the as­ 
sembly. Korea’s constitution makes 
no provision for such action. 
The 77-year-old president and 
the national assembly have been 
feeding bitterly 
since 
January. 
Rffte 
demands 
constitutional 
amendments providing for popu­ 
l i ejection of a president and a 
tv -hou e Legislature. 
The one-house assembly elects 
the president. It was scheduled to 
do so last week, 
but Rhee sup­

Material possessions add to a 
person’s happiness and give pres­ 
tige in the eyes of the w orld. On­ 
ly when he is successful can a 
person have m aterial possessions. 
BjJt are they essential, especially 
when one is young? This young 
wife seems to think so. She writes: 
“I am 30, married to the most 
wonderful man, and we have 
two boys, aged I and 2 Va years. 
My husband does not make too 
much money and of course we 
want to live just right. We want 
a nice home and things to fur­ 
nish It with. His wages are not 
enough to get these things. I 
have been working 
but 
my 
home, husband 
and 
children 
were neglected. Now I would 
like to do some work at home 
•o I can help out and not ne­ 
glect my family. 
It seems to me that you are 
emphasizing m aterial possessions. 
A nice home w ith good furnish­ 
ings is a fine thing, but not for 
too high a price in work, person­ 
al sacrifices and neglect of home 
and children. 
(While your children are young, 
good food and a m other’s care are 
the most lasing influences on their 
health and personality. Home and 
clothes are not im portant just so 
long as they are warm and com­ 
fortable.
